DOMESTIC NEW S. 


N ational C apitol N otes, from O ur O w n 
C orresp on d en t. 
W a sh in g ton, April 29th.— The House 
Committee on Appropriations to-day agreed 
to recommend that the Senate provision in 
the consular and diplomatic bill of $4,000, for 
the expenses of the Chinese Treaty Com­ 
missioners, be increased by adding $4,000 for 
the salary of a Secretary, $1,500 for an in- 
terpieter, and $4,500 for the incidental ex­ 
penses of the Commission—thus making the 
total appropriation $94,000, including the 
salary of $10,W0 for each Commissioner. 
Secretary Evarts asked the House Committee 
for an increased grant of at least $20,000 to 
provide for the necessarily heavy expenses of 
the 
Commissioners 
and 
their 
attaches, 
such 
as 
renting 
aud 
furnishing 
a 
house in Pekin, and the expenditures in 
traveling to and from China, but it is be­ 
lieved that the deficit will be made good 
through the instrumentality of a committee 
of conference before the bill goes to the 
President. 
Secretary Evarts gives a dinner 
party to Messrs. Swift and Trescott to-morrow 
evening, to which the Pacific coast Senators 
and Representatives, Justice Pield and sev­ 
eral members of the Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittees of both houses are invited. 
During the general debate on the internal 
revenue bill in the House yesterday, Page in­ 
quired of Carlisle, who has it in charge, 
whether or not grape brandy in bonded ware­ 
houses was specifically included in its pro- 
vis’ons for 
allowances for “ outage'1 by 
means of regauging the spirits when with­ 
drawn from bond. Carlisle replied in the 
negative, and Horace Davis, after consulta­ 
tion with his colleague and with the Com­ 
missioner of Internal lie venue, to-day pre­ 
pared and offered an amendment, which the 
House adopted, 
explicitly 
applying the 
omission. 
The House to-day, on motion of Berry, 
assigned next Thursday for consideration of 
the Debris bill. The motion was made at a 
favorable opportunity, and by happy chances 
escaped encountering 
a single objection, 
which, under the rules, would have been fatal 
to its present success. 
The House Committee on Commerce have 
agreed to insert in the river and harbor ap­ 
propriation bill an item of $10,000 for com­ 
mencing the improvement of the .San Joa­ 
quin river. 
Page is endeavoring to obtain 
their consent to making it $20,000, which is 
almost all that could be advantageously used 
during the working season, but iris efforts are 
impeded by the fact that Engineer Swartz’s 
recommendation for this improvement is 
weak, having been made, it is understood, 
only under the pressure brought to bear by 
Page’s letter asking that he be replaced by 
some engineer officer not unfavorable to this 
particular improvement. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has prom­ 
ised Representative Pacheco to recommend 
an increase of $10,000 in his former estimate 
of $.38,000 for repairing the Point Conception 
light-house, and it is hoped that the toil 
amount will be provided for by the forth­ 
coming sundry ci vil appropriation bill. 
I’enusjlvnnla D em ocratic State t'onven- 
! ion—Furl tier S’roccediaig*. 
H arrisburg, April 29th.—The Democratic 
State Convention met at 9:30. 
The Committee on Credentials reported an 
agreement as to all the delegations. 
In the Philadelphia contest, while the 
Yaux delegation admitted that the McGowan 
delegates were regularly elected under the 
rules of the party, yet for the sake of the 
unity of the party in Philadelphia, iu their 
judgment deemed necessary in this Conven­ 
tion, each delegation is to be admitted, and 
each to cast half of one vote through its Chair­ 
man. 
The report was adopted and the roll called. 
Ii. E. Monoghau was chosen permanent 
President. 
An hour’s wrangle occurred as to the dele­ 
gates from the Twenty-sixth District. 
The Committee oa Resolutions reported 
before it concluded, as follows : 
First—Adherence to Democratic principles. 
Second—The joint powers of the Federal Union, 
rights of States, liberties of the p© pie, are all 
necessary to the life of the nation. 
’I bird The military ought to be subordinate in all 
things to the civil authorities. Tho Federal Ad­ 
ministration hasno right to keep a standing army to 
invade States for political purposes, regardless of 
the Constitution, to control the people at the polls, 
protect a fraudulent count ot v„t*s, or inaugurate 
candidates rejected by the majority. 
Fourth- The right of a free ballot is the only 
means of redrcs.-ing 
grievances and reforming 
abuses, and the presence of tro..¡is at the polls, with 
a host of hireling officials claiming power to arrest 
and imprison, is illegal, destroys i lie freedom of 
elections, and upturns the foundation of self gov­ 
ernment. 
We call upon all good citizens to aid 
in preserving- our institutions from these imperial 
methods, and in removing the army to a safe dis­ 
tance from the polls. 
Fifth—That Hayes, fraudulent]}* placed in power 
against the will of the people, represents a cou- 
Sf.ir cy. 
We denonnce his use of tho veto and 
troops and Deputy Marshals as insults to the country. 
Sixth—A con-titutiocal currency of gold, silver 
and paper, convertible into coin. 
Seventh—Oppose subsidies and appropriations for 
public service. 
Call attention to the reforms and 
economies which the Democratic party have en­ 
forced, thereby saving millions to the country. 
Eighth—Promise sympathy and protection to the 
workingmen, as heretofore. 
Ninth—Demand a restriction upon the great trans­ 
portation com a its which defy the law.' 
Tenth—Refers to legislative bribery in Pennsyl­ 
vania, and denounces it. 
Eleventh—Denounces the Republicans for electoral 
frauds in 1876-7, as the must dead.y blow ever 
aimed at our Government; declares that only mo­ 
tives of patriotism induced the Democracy to sub­ 
mit, feeling assured that the wrong would bo re­ 
buked in 13S0. 
The delegates were by the resolutions in­ 
structed to vote as a unit, and to oppose the 
abrogation of the two-third rule. 
At this point Snowdon moved to amend by 
substituting for the unit resolution, another 
abrogating the two-third rule. 
A warm debate ensued. 
Wallace opposed the amendment, and de­ 
sired Pennsylvania to vote as a unit, in 
accordance with her dignified position. 
Snowdon said that iron-bound dictation 
would do for the Ifamemns, but Dot for a 
Democratic convention. 
He wanted no moie 
“ fire-brands ” here. 
Gibson made a speech in the same vein. 
Speer got in a speech in favor of the unit 
rule, as applied to Hancock for President. 
Iiandall opposed the unit rule. 
It would 
bring trouble and defeat oftener than victory. 
Snowdon’s amendment was adopted by a close 
vote—125 to^ 122—and the platform as a 
whole was adopted. 
The Wallace party nominated Cassidy and 
Speer, ar.d the Randall party Scott and 
StrenRer, as delegates at large to Cincinnati, 
and they were elected. 
John A. Jenks was nominated for Supreme 
Judge, R. P. Deckert for Auditor-General, 
and the Convention adjourned. 
Wallace says the delegation stands for Til­ 
den 20, against 38. 


H a r r is b u r g , April 29th.—W. L. Scott, of 
Erie, nearly reverses the figures given hv 
Senator Wallace as to the status of the Cin­ 
cinnati delegation. He claims that there will 
’ j 40 Tilden men in the delegation, and 18 in 
favor of Hancock. 
During the meeting of 
the Committee on Resolutions to-day, a mo­ 
tion to incorporate a resolution instructing 
the delegates to Cincinnati to vote for Han­ 
cock was voted down—34 to 15. 
In d ian a Grct-nh irkers. 
I n d ia n a po lis. April 29th.—Tho State 
Convention of the National Greenback party 
met tmday.w-ith H. S. Leonard aa Chairman. 
While the committees were’wing appointed 
Congressman De la Matyr addressed the Con­ 
vention. 
Nearly all parts of the State are repre­ 
sented, some 309 delegates being prtssnt. 


Levi Ferguson was made permanent Chair­ 
man, and a recess was taken. 
The platform denounces the Republicans 
as a moneyed oligarchy. The producing’ 
classes must be rescued from the oppression 
of an interest bearing debt. The bonded 
debt must be paid as it becomes due, and 
never reissued. 
No subsidies, official frauds 
and thievery. Soldiers must be paid accord­ 
ing to contract, and bounties be equalized. 
Favors the Regan interstate commerce bill, 
opposes the importation of Chinese servile la­ 
bor. 
A full State ticket was nominated : Gov­ 
ernor, Richard Greug; Lieutonant-Governor 
Thomas Debrule; Secretary of State, J. B.

COLUMBIA, April 29th.— The Hepublican 
Conveution was iu session till 1 o’clock this 
morning. 
Resolutions denouncing the out­ 
rage at West Point were a source of ani­ 
mated debate, and without action the Con­ 
vention, after electing delegates to Chicago, 
adjourned till 8 o’clock this morning, when 
the Whittaker resolutions were passed. Res­ 
olutions condemning the bestowal of Federal 
patronage on Democrats were also passed. 
A resolution that in the event of Grant not 
being the nominee the delegates should sup­ 
port Blaine, but in no contingency vote for 
Sherman, was tabled. 
Adjourned sine die. 
A rkansas R ep u b lica n s fur G rant. 
L it t l e R o ck, April 29th.—The Republican 
Convention, after appointing a delegation to 
Chicago headed by Seuatur Dorsey and in­ 
structed for Grant, adjourned at 3 o’clock 
this morning. 
Little Rock, April 29th.—The Conven­ 
tion, before adjourning, adopted a resolution 
in tructing the delegates to Chicago to vote 
for General Grant, and use their individual 
efforts to secure his nomination, as long as 
his name is before the Convention. 
T lic W liitla k c r In v e stig a tio n . 
W est Point, April 29th.—Adjutant Mich- 
elor testified that Whittaker had 89 demerits 
since 1876. Cadets were allowed 800 without 
being marked deficient. 
He had been pun­ 
ished but for four offenses in three and a half 
years, namely, carelessness in drill, a dirty 
gun, and for being out of bed at the taps. 
Not half a dozen cadets in the corps had as 
good a record on demerits. 
Lieutenant Coffin, commanding Whitta­ 
ker’s corps, testified that his character as a 
soldier was very good indeed. 
Had not had 
occasion to report him a single time, because 
he always pays strict attention to duty. 
Professor Andrews believed the word of 
the cadets who, upon their honor, said they 
knew nothing of the outrage, was perfectly 
reliable. 
When a cadet is caught lying he is 
treated with utter contempt, and suffers so­ 
cial ostracism. 
It is the best body for truth 
I ever met. 
Professor Michie testified the same. 
Of 
2,826 graduates from 1S02 to 1878, only 38 
had been expelled from the army, exclusive 
of those who joined the rebellion. 
Professor Greener, whose pupil Whittaker 
was m South Carolina, said he was a model 
student, the best character out of 300 in the 
University, and the best, in a class of twenty- 
five. He was sent to West Point on account 
of his scholarship. 
Witness was the first col­ 
ored student to enter Harvard University ; 
was well and courteously treated; was a 
member of the college societies ; ate with the 
white students, and bad a white room-mate. 
It did not speak well for the Academy of 
We t Point, when a student of blameless de­ 
portment attended there three years, that 
only two cadets spoke to him in all that time, 
and the instructors did not come near him. 
Professor Greener suggested further that 
Ryan’s testimony should be followed up, and 
all the students be put on oath, and not on 
honor merely. 
He complained that the oath 
administered to Whittaker was more binding 
than that to any other witnesses. 
The Donnelly anti .teklin Gases. 
W a s h in g t o n , April 29th.—Springer to­ 
day stated his case before the select commit­ 
tee examining into the Donnelly bribery ques­ 
tion, and Finley then began his statement. 
Finley denies that he ever wrote, inspired 
or saw the letter. 
He had referred to Don­ 
nelly’s constituents in his long letter to 
Springer under tne head of “ those personally 
most interested.” He explained the various 
Dasooges of Ids letters, claiming that they 
were written in nil earnestness aud honesty. 
He had understood Springer to say that he 
fsvored seating Donnelly, and woidd so vote. 
He never 1 relieved that Springer doubted 
Donnelly’s right to his seat. 
He had not 
meant Tilden by the expression “ Friends in 
New York.” It was reported that Tilden 
was working against Donnelly. Tilden neve» 
expressed to witness any wish on the subject. 
The air was filled with rumors about Decem­ 
ber that Washhurne was ready to use money 
to influence the committee. 
Wm. H. King 
told witness that if mon»y was any object 
Wasbbnrue would not hesitate to use it. 
He 
was at Springer’s house March 10th, and was 
politeiy aud cordially treated, and there was 
no intimation respecting the letter of March 
6th ; yet three hours later Donnelly told wit- 
ne.-s that Springer was angry with witness 
for writing the letter. 
The Judiciary Committee have discovered 
new facts in the Acklin case, aud will inves­ 
tigate further.

localities in question, nor are any objections 
to the stations anticipated, statements to the 
contrary notw ithstanding.

Judging from the average of 
the last five good years in Europe, the latter 
will require of the United States this year 
52,000,000 bushels for absolute consumption, 
to say nothing of what might be needed to 
replenish reduced stocks.

seems reasonable to estimate that our present 
rate of wheat production will be found to ex­ 
ceed the normal demand for home and foreign 
markets by about 100,000,000 bushels.

Washington, April 29th.—A bill was introduced 
by Teller to graut titles to lands patented by the 
United .States. 
The joint resolution authorizing the President to 
call an International Sanitary Conference was 
passed. 
The Senate then considered the calendar. 
Allison’s amendments to the bill establishing a re­ 
tired list of non-commissioned officers, and directing 
the President to appoint two colored Cadets each 
year, was debated during the mom ng hour, after 
which the Indian Appropriation bill was taken up. 
Coke offered an amendment authorizing the pur­ 
chase of supplies manufactured at Indian training 
schools, whenever advantageous. Ado ted. 
Plumb’s amendment, appropriating $5,000 for 
seeds and implements for the Cheyennes, was 
adopted. 
The amendment striking out the clause abolishing 
the Indian Commi&sioti was agreed to—34 ayes to 
21 noes. 
All the other amendments were agreed to in bulk, 
and the bill passed.

FROM ARIZONA. 


THE MINERAL RESOURCES 
OF TOMB­ 
STONE DISTRICT. 


T o m b s t o n e, April 15, 1880. 
To follow up my last letter, on the m i n e s 


o f this district, I will in this letter b e g i n 
with the Sunset mine. 
This mine is s i t u ­ 
ate about one mile south of the Tough 
Nut and about the same distance B o u th - 
west of the Contention. 
It was purchased 
only a few months ago by Asa Say and h i s 
associates, of Oil City, Pa., for $60,000, 
but is now selling, in stock, at the valúa-, 
tion of $1,200,000. 
At the time of t h e 
purchase it had but one shaft only a b o u t 
ten feet deep, but even this disclosed a 
vein or body of very rich ore. 
It has since 
been developed by two shafts each now 
nearly 100 feet deep, and each into a vein 
of ore that ranges from five to fourteen f e e t 
in width. 
Iu each shaft they are now in a 
vein fully five feet wide of exceedingly rich 
ore that is being sacked as soon as it comes 
from the mine. 
This ore is chloride, with 
plenty of horn-silver mixed throngh it, b e ­ 
sides being liberally 


EMBELLISHED WITH ElIBOLITES. 
It is a beautiful soft ore, the grade of 
which is very high, but just what it will 
average I have not been informed. 
Sam­ 
ple assays have gone at ail figures from 
$200 to $20,000. 
Besides this rich vein of 
five feet in width, there is a greater width 
of the second-class ore, that is of itself rich 
ore, tihe widtli of wnicn varies as the vein 
is lenticular. They are now putting up steam 
hoisting works, and have secured a mill- 
site ou the Sau Pedro nvtr, near the Con­ 
tention mill, and are preparing to put u p a 
mill. 
The ownership ot this mine is held 
in shares, by Mr. Say and his associates, in 
Oil City, l’a., and has no stock on the mar­ 
ket. 
The formation in which the vein 
restB is limestone, but lies near its contact 
with the porphery belt, while the adjoin­ 
ing mines on the west are in granite. 
The 
strike of the vein is to the northeast, and 
dips about 30 degrees to the southeast and 
into the hill. 
The shafts are on the north­ 
eastern slope of the hill. 
The title is clear 
and perfect, which is an unusual thing 
with good mines iu a new camp. 


THE MONITOR MINK 
Is located at the foot of Adams hill, in the 
western part of the district, and, with the 
Merrimac, ha3 at least 2.000 feet of crop­ 
pings on the surface that give out ore the 
whole length. 
These croppings are iron- 
stained quartz in a country rock of por­ 
phyry. 
Ore is found in these croppings 
from the very surface, the assays of which 
run even above $1,000, while many samples 
run up to $200 and $400 per «on.

of which are now down about fifty feet, 
and the third about twenty seet, and all of 
them in ore on a vein that ranges from five 
to ten feet wide.

not give you the measurement of the vein, 
nor assays of the ore, but can say that the 
vein is very large and continuous, striking 
througli the entire length of the Ajax and 
Ajax No. 2, and through the Bas.-ett mine 
to the southwest, and that the strike of the 
vein trends from the northeast to the south­ 
west, and is in a porphyry formation.

The pres3 of N ew York has been very 
fond of animadverting upon the crude and 
mischievous war upon capital which was 
made iu the California Constitutional Con­ 
vention. 
These journals were never tired 
of lam enting the low state of civilization 
displayed by that crusade, and of course ceeJ 
they were always prepared to point out 
how much injury the com munity must 
sustain from the tendency toward Social­ 
istic and Communistic doctrines. 
Y et 
now it appears that the Legislature of the 
State of N ew York, despite the didactic 
influence of its powerful and highly civi­ 
lized press, has been taking a leaf from the 
note-book of our demagogues, and has 
passed a law the first effect of which is to 
drive from §25,000,000 to §30,000,000 of 
foreign capital out of N ew York city. 
This law is one of the results of the latest 
attem pt to reconstruct the tax system of 
the State. 
That system has for many 
years been notoriously defective and inef­ 
ficient. 
A s far hack as 1870 a Com­ 
mission was appointed, w ith Hon. David 
A. W ells for 
Chairman, 
to revise 
the 
code 
in 
this 
connection, 
and 
the 
report 
of 
that 
Commission 
remains 
the most thorough and able examination 
of the whole question of taxation in the 
literature of the English language. 
The 
Commission drafted a new scheme of tax­ 
ation which would have removed all the 
old abuses and defects, and would have 
made N ew York the,, model State of the 
Union in its fiscal administration. 
But 
the intelligence which controlled legisla­ 
tion was not then, and has not since been, 
equal to a comprehension of the advantages 
of the proposed reforms, and so the State 
has muddled on, getting into more difficul­ 
ties from year to year, and occasionally 
attem pting such imbecile and suicidal ex­ 
periments as the present raid on fcr:ign 
capital. 
Several years ago the taxation of 
mortgages caused a most disastrous depre­ 
ciation in real property, 
and seriously 
handicapped the State. 
N ow another step 
in the same direction is taken, and unless 
Governor Cornell has sagacity and courage 
enough to veto the new lav.-, the conse­ 
quences w ill be more serious than those of 
the mortgage tax. 
It is somewhat remark­ 
able that the New York press should be 
so 
powerless to prevent legislation of 
this 
damaging 
character, 
for 
to read 
its comments upon similar legislation had 
in other States, it might be thought that 
no such danger had ever approached the 
business prospects of the Empire City. \\ e 
do not know yet upon what crotchet the 
new attack upon foreign capital Í3 based. 
Perhaps it is justified on the pretense of 
“ protection to home industry.” 
Possibly 
the hill was not at first meant seriously, 
but was introduced w ith the expectation 
that the bankers would pay blackmail 
rather than suffer expulsion. 
It may he 
that on finding foreign capital indisposed 
to make terms of this kind, the Legislature 
became angry, and resolved to “ cinch ” it 
in reality. 
Of course there is no rational 
excuse for the hill, which is in principle as 
fatuous as anything our Constitutional 
Convention had under discussion. 


THE TRAINIS G-EHIP 
ATALANTA 


There appears grave iea3on for fearing 
that the English naval training-ship A ta­ 
lanta, which was due some weeks since on 
her return from a cruise to the W ist 
Indies, has been lost with all hands, num­ 
bering over three hundred souls. 
A bottle 
has been picked up containing a piece of 
paper describing the Atalanta as dismasted 
iu a hurricane, and rapidly settling down, 
off the Lizard. 
It is never safe to put 
over much confidence in sueh finds, for the 
opportunities for hoaxing are too great to 
be overlooked, hut the fact that the miss­ 
ing vessel was a sister ship to the Eury- 
dice, the training-ship which foundered so 
suddenly off the Isle of W ight two years 
ago, is certainly a very ominous one. 
The sinking of the Eurydice proved that 
she was far too 
heavily masted 
and 
sparred, aail that she was consequently 
unfit to go to st a. 
She went down under 
a mere summer squall of no special force, 
and it might have been thought that her 
fate would have warned the Admiralty 
against continuing the Atalanta in use as a 
training-ship. 
The probability that a ves­ 
sel of such a build could weather a severe 
storm in the Channel is very slight. 
Her 
m asts appear to have been taken out of 
her, and that perhaps saved her from 
foundering at the beginning of the storin. 
But with such a vessel the chances of 
escape must he perilously few, and it is to 
Vie feared that she has followed the Eurvdice 


um between silver and gold. 
They do this, 
of neces-ity, in utter contempt of the ex­ 
perience of mankind, but they find support 
for their disregard of experimental proof 
in the theory that the abandonment of the 
single standard is somehow necessary to 
the empire, and that therefore it will suc- 
Among people who have already got 
the length of indorsing Centralization and 
race persecution, this kind of reasoning is 
likely to appearquitesound. It is interesting 
to observe the general resemblance between 
the new German school and our own advo­ 
cates of the “ strongm an” theory of govern­ 
ment. 
Prince Bismarck is of course the 
German “ strong m an,” and his ideas, 
which on finance and fiscal science have 
alwaj s been singularly crude, are accepted 
by them a3 somehow part of the order of 
the universe, to be taken for granted, and 
not to he questioned or resisted. 
It is 
probable that if the Chancellor should de­ 
cide upon the revival of bimetallism, his 
policy w ill carry, and in that event the 
United States will he thrown into a fresh 
silver agitation, though the tirst effect 
would he to raise the value of our “ buz- 
“ zard ” dollars, aud so at once to stim u­ 
late and alarm the silver men. 
However, 
things do not proceed so rapidly in Ger­ 
many that there will not he ample time to 
observe the progress of the new movement 
in favor of bimetallism, 
and to judge 
what effect it is likely, if successful, to 
have upon our own currency. 
That it can 
only produce mischief for Germany is, 
however, not at all doubtful.

The Eastern excursionists being about to 
disband as a body, held a reception in the 
parlors of the Falaee H otel last evening, 
the only invited guests being friends aim 
relatives of the excursionists.

a 75,000-pound strain with one hand. 
Connected with the testing appliance is a 
platform scale, and on the beam is a poise 
which moves on rollers, and will mark the 
fraction of a pound the specimen endures 
before breakiqg—or rather being pulled 
apiart—from one pound to 75,000 pounds. 
The testing machine in use here at the 
present time has a capacity of 
45,000 
pounds. ■

The alleged attem pted murder of Mrs. 
Paul, of Mountain View, is stiil the topic 
of much conversation. Mrs. Paul has made 
another statem ent which does not differ 
rpaterially from that published in the H er­ 
ald of Monday. 
In addition she says that 
the assassin made improper proposals to 
her before attem pting her life, and prom­ 
ised he would spare her if she would ac­ 
company him to Mexico. 
The great in ­ 
terest taken by the community in the 
matter induced ex-Sheriff Harris, Sheriff 
W illiams and several detectives to visit the 
scene of the alleged attempted assassina­ 
tion, for the purpose of unraveling the 
mystery. 
Mrs. Paul made her statement, 
and although cross-examined at length, 
she did not contradict herself iu any par­ 
ticular. 
There are circumstances, how­ 
ever, which throw doubt upon her story. 
An examination of the wound, in the Ik-shy 
part of the thigh, w here she claims to have 
been shot, shows that it must have beeu 
■nade by something other than a pistol. 
There were powder marks upon her cloth­ 
ing, but they had the appearance of hiviug 
been put on with the lingers. 
She states 
that she was struck on the head with the 
pistol, but there were no wounds found e x ­ 
cept a slight scratch ; and, also, that three 
shots were fired at her with a pistol having 
the appearance of an English bulldog. 
A 
careful examination of the piremises failed 
to show any trace of bullet marks except 
that of one fired from her own pistol, which 
was a 22 calibre. 
Her little son, aged ten 
years loard only one shot. 
The officers 
declined to make any further investigation, 
which had the effect of throwing doubt 
upon the whole story.

years ; Charles Lippett, 25; Joe Wilson (or 
Portuguese J ot), aged about 35. 
The parents 
of Leinm reside in Chico. 
Joe Wilson has a 
brother in Oakland. 
Lippett is not known 
to have anv relations in the State. 
The 
bodies were brought to Chic > this morning 
and an inquest held. 
The brother of Wilson 
is expected to arrive iu Chico from Oakland 
this morning.

Tuscarora, N ev., is excited over a strike 
in the Navajo mine. 
The Times-Review 
says a specimen of the ore assayed §1,800 
per ton, aud it is said that there is a well- 
defined vein of it. 
It is considered the 
biggest find since the Belle Isle strike of a 
year ago. 
Silver ore has been discovered at various 
points on or near the great Alleghany chain 
of mountains in Vermont., Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Virginia anil W est Virginia, and 
these discoveries, taken in connection with 
the gold mines long known to exist in Vir­ 
ginia, North Carolina anil Georgia, are 
sufficient to indicate that both the precious 
metals must abound in those mountain 
regions of the Atlantic States to a much 
greater extent than has been known or 
supposed. 
In sinking a w ell at the proposed town 
of Keeler, Inyoeounty, Cal., an abundance 
of water was struck at a depth of 33 feet. 
The ground toward the bottom of the well 
is a perfect river wash, out of which a fair 
“ color” of gold can he obtained in nearly 
every pay ot it.

H. Darling, of Blue H ill, is said to 
he the largest individual owner of mining 
property in Maine.

years, owns acres of them, and is constant­ 
ly buying more.

Darling 
later he began to talk of copper 
and silver as existing in paying quantities 
in the rocks at Blue Hill, and he became 
known as “ Old Crazy Darling ;” still later 
he was saluted as “ Squire Darling,” and 
to day he is “ C olonel” Darling, the bon­ 
anza king of Maine, with large wealth and 
book-keepers galore.

LOGAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T h e F ir e Y e s t e r d a y .—An alarm of fire 
waa turned in from box 24, at Twelfth and 
G street», at 3:30 yesterday afternoon, caused 
by the burning of a small wooden building 
on the north side of F street, between Thir­ 
teenth and Fourteenth, belonging to Michael 
Eagan. 
The building was almost destroyed 
before the fire engines could reach the place, 
and could not be saved. The house and 
furniture were totally destroyed, and were 
insured for St'iOO, which amount was about 
$400 less than the loss. The buildings imme­ 
diately adjoining also caught fire and were 
considerably burned, and the furniture in 
each of them was removed. The one on the 
cast, belonging to M. R. Walton, was dam­ 
aged 
to 
the 
value of .*200, and was 
insured. 
The one west of 
the ruined 
house is the property of Mrs. Stafford, 
and 
was 
damaged 
to 
the 
extent 
of §100, being fully insured. The fire can be 
cited for many a day to boys as an evil result­ 
ing from playing with fire, smoking cigar­ 
ettes, handling matches, and all other boyish 
offenses. 
Mr. Eagan’s little boy, about 41 
years old, has recently shown a fondness for 
the society of older boys, who taught him 
how to swear, smoke and hide away from 
home, iiis parents have undertaken to coun­ 
teract this evil, and for several days past 
have kept him at home. Yesterday afternoon 
the youngster was undressed, stowed away in 
a bed room, and for the time being for­ 
gotten. 
About 
an 
hour 
afterwaid 
a 
neighbor discovered that the house was on 
fire and gave the alarm. 
When Mrs. Eagan 
tried to enter the room to rescue the boy she 
found the door was locked inside, and the 
little fellow refused to come forth until the 
heat caused him to change his mind and leave 
the burning room. He innocently admitted 
that he had found a match and set the bed 
on fire.

Third- Tha- the am endm ents to the Federal Con* 
stitutiou, and all laws passed in pursuance thereof, 
should he sacredly and jealously m aintained and en­ 
forced, so th at every citizen of the United States, re­ 
gardless of color or londition, shall he protected in 
all his rights and a full, free and fair election be 
held in all the States of the Union. 
F ourth—That the free public schools should be 
guarded and fostered by all the appliances w ithin 
teach of the State and National Governments, to 
the end that the children of all may be educated to 
know, and thereby to enjoy and perform, their full 
duties and privileges as American citizens. 
Fifth—Ttiat all peaceful measures should he used 
to prevent the further imm igration of Chinese into 
the United States and to rid the country of those 
now here. 
Sixih—That we will cordially support the nom­ 
inees of the Republican National Convention, w ho­ 
ever tiiey may b e ; but we know th at the six 
electoral votes of our Suite are certain to he given 
for the Republican ticket if Jam es G. Blaine be 
nominated, wherefore we do hereby instruct our 
delegates to the Republican National Convention to 
vote as a unit, first, last and all the time, for Jam es 
G. Blaine, and to use all honorable means to secure 
his uommation far President of the United States. 
M r. E dw ards m oved to am end th e sixth 
resolution by adding “ uu til his nam e is w ith ­ 
draw n from th e C onvention, w hen the dele­ 
gates from C alifornia shall vote as a u n it for 
th e candidate of th e m ajority of the delega­ 
tio n .” 
M r. Johnson of S acram ento opposed the 
am endm ent w arm ly, urging th a t the delega­ 
tion should vote for aud die w ith B laine, if 
need be. 
Ju d g e M cF arlan d of S acram ento opposed 
the sixth resolution, and declared he should 
vote for any m an n o m in ated .b y th e R epubli­ 
can C onvention a t Chicago. 
H e opposed in ­ 
stru ctin g as w rong in principle and bad pol­ 
icy. 
H e paid a fine trib u te 
to B laine, 
S herm an, W ashburne an d G arfield, and the 
highest trib u te to G eneral G ran t, w inning 
cheers and applause. 
M r. Sw eazy supported the report. 
M r. Edw ards w ithdrew his am endm ent, 
b u t protesting th a t he thought it right, b u t 
he saw it could not pass. 
M r. B lanchard reintroduced th e am end­ 
m ent and supported it, claim ing it as un­ 
w orthy the good sense of the C onvention to 
com pel delegates to vote for a m an if he 
ceases to be a candidate. 
J . A . E agan op­ 
posed th e am endm ent, because four years 
ago a C alifornia delegation failed the p arty 
because n o t bound by iron-clad resolutions. 
J . E. H ale supported the am endm ent, urging 
th a t it was a sim ply wise aud ju st proviso in 
the in terest of th e people. 
M r. Johnson 
again spoke in support cf th e original re­ 
port, review ing the argum enta m ade by other 
speakers. 
Several rose to speak, b u t a storm 
of cries for the question w ent up. 
T he C hair 
secured older aud recognized M r. F irebaugh, 
of S an Francisco, who favored th e am end­ 
m ent, anil declared th e original resolution 
paralyzed th e delegation. 
T he question was p u t and th e am endm ent, 
on call of th e roll, lost by 124 uoes to 122 
ayes. 
The resolutions reported by th e com m ittee 
were th en adopted. 
M r. B lanchard gave notice of a reconsider­ 
ation am idst m uch m errim ent. 


PLEDGING, 
M r. Johnson, of S acram ento, m oved for an 
assessm ent of §1 on each delegate and each 
proxy, to pay expenses of the C onvention, 
and i t was adopted. 
M r. Cook, of A lam eda, offered a resolution 
ieq airin g all candidates for 
delegates to 
Chicago to appear before the C onvention aud 
pledge them selves to th e resolutions. 
M r. T ilden m oved to am end, th a t those a b ­ 
sent m ight be vouched for. 
M r. T ray lo r offered a su b stitu te th a t ab ­ 
sentees m ight pledge them selves iu w riting to 
the C entral C om m ittee w ithin ten days. 
T he m atter was w arm ly debated by several 
delegates. 
O u tlie question, M r. T ilden said tw o can­ 
didates from th e F irs t D istrict w ere ab.-ent, 
b u t could be vouched for, an d from A . D. 
Sharon, candidate from the F irst, he read a 
telegram and a le tte r pledging' him self for 
Blaine, also a le tte r favoring Blaine. 
M essrs. 
Sw eazy, B ush aud W entw orth 
vouched for M r. W ilm erding, one of the 
F irst D istrict candidate®. 
M r. F elton vouched for both M r. W ilm er­ 
ding and M r. Sharon. 
M r. F elton m oved as a substitute th a t the 
credentials of abeeutee delegates and alte r­ 
nates be held by th e S ta te C entral C om m it­ 
tee. and be delivered only on w ritten pledge 
to support B laine and adhere to the resolu­ 
tions, aud in case of fa'lu re th a t altern ates 
fill the vacancies, and in case of th e failure of 
both the m ajo rity of th e delegation cast th eir 
vote. 
A dopted. 
T he Convention then ordered, on m otion of 
M r. Johnson, reintroducing M r. C ook’s reso­ 
lution, th a t candidates for delegates and a l­ 
tern ates present com e forw ard and tak e the 
pledge.

M r. G reeublatt, of San Francisco, offered, 
and the C onvention adopted, th is resolution : 
Ecftolceti, That our delegates to the National Con­ 
vention be instructed to urge the insertion of a 
plank into the Republican platform pledging the 
Republican party to opposition against Chinese im ­ 
migration. 
T he C onvention, on m otion of M r. T ilden, 
petitioned the Chicago Convention to place 
C ongressm an H orace D avis on the N ational 
R epublican C om m ittee, 
T he C onvention ordered th a t no proxies 
be allow ed iu th e Chicago delegation from 
C alifornia, b u t th a t th e delegation cast th e 
vote of any absentee.

T he F irst Congressional D istrict then p re­ 
sented as delegares the nam es of J . C. W il- 
m erding, Sam uel M osgrove and A lexander 
D . Sharon, of San F rancisco, as delegates, 
and C. M ason K inne. George A . F ish er and 
F. J . F rench, of San Francisco, as alternates. 
M r. M osgrove aud M r. F isher appeared and 
took the pledge, aud all th e nom inations were 
ratified.

T he Second D istrict presented Creed H a y ­ 
m ond, Sacram ento ; S. H uff, A lam eda ; J . 
K. D oak, S an Jo aq u in ; J . K. Jo h n s, A m a­ 
dor ; J a s. Footer, C ontra C osta ; J . A. B en­ 
son, A lam eda, all of w hom appeared and 
took th e pledge and the C onvention indorsed 
th e nom inations. 


The Third District presented the names of 
H. T. Fairbanks, of Sonoma; Joseph Russ, 
Humboldt ; E. A. Davis, of Y uba; and for 
alternates, John V. Scott, F. A. Leach and 
Si G. Hilborn, of Solano, all of whom— 
except Mr. Scott, who was absent—appeared, 
took the pledge and the Convention ratified 
the nominations.

LANGUAGES AND RACES. 


Count de Rupert, a political writer of 
France, who has been visiting this State 
for nearly a year, collecting material and in­ 
formation for a new work, and who lias re­ 
cently visited the public schools of this city, 
lectured last night at the High School build­ 
ing, at Ninth and M streets, to an audience 
of about seventy-five persons, mostly ladies 
and teachers, who had been notified by invi­ 
tation. The members of the Board of Edu­ 
cation were also present. The subject of the 
lecture was “ TheClassification of Languages 
and the Migrations of Races.” The style 
of the speaker was pleasaut and viva­ 
cious, interesting the audience, and amus­ 
ing them 
with some of his descriptions 
of the manners of different races and inhabi­ 
tants of separate States. 
Referring to lan­ 
guages and their origin, he said that origin­ 
ally all races, like the Chinese, used the 
hieroglyphics, the first of written characters, 
and must have used the same language. 
He 
spoke of the different groups of languages 
and the natives which use them. Itis through 
the languages, he said, that we learn the his­ 
tories of nations and the migrations tjf races. 
The 
Celtic 
race, 
one 
of 
the 
most 
highly civilized, originally came from the 
plateaus 
of 
Central 
Asia, 
aud 
scat­ 
tered along 
through 
Ireland, 
Scotland, 
Wales, England and the Isle of Man. 
Other inhabitants of the plateaus went-to 
China, and some to Arabia and afterwards to 
Egypt. 
These migrations were caused by the 
Hoods that swept over the regions which they 
abandoned. 
The Celts, through ambition 
and resentment at oppression or ill-treatment, 
were the tiist to leave the plateaus, aud be­ 
came the pioneers of Europe, were ever push­ 
ing their way to the west, until they were 
clinging to the most western rocks of the 
west. The Irish have at length found a home 
on this side of the Atlantic, and are scat­ 
tered throughout the country. The literature 
of America is full of wit and repartee, 
aud has marked characteristics, showing that 
it results from the mixing of Irish and other 
races. 
The intellectual amalgamation will 
continue until one hundred years from now 
the Americau race will lie called the Celtic 
race. The German race is the youngest of 
all and the most vigorous. 
It is young in 
literature, in art, and all pertaining to the 
highest degrees of civilization. 
In refine­ 
ment, in social culture, the Germans are far 
behind the French and English ; but iu 
originality of conception, iu matters of spec­ 
ulation, they surpass. 
They are slow but 
sure, and the future of Europe is iu their 
hands. 
He then spoke of the combination 
of races in America, and said the race that 
is being developed is one that will be of mar­ 
velous strength and power. The climate of 
the Pacific coast will eventually produce a 
people 
and 
a country like the Roman 
Empire and its people. 
In California 
inore taste is found than in many older East­ 
ern States, and the people of California are 
fat tlier advanced in the art of living than at 
Boston, 
In the future California will be 
looked to for works of art, tor paintings and 
music, because a race of artists is being de­ 
veloped here. Twenty years from now there 
will be a dense population, aud California 
can become a separate nation, as she should. 
The speaker c-included by paying a high 
compliment to Californians and their origi­ 
nality and freedom of thought.
